Schedule of Fire Apparatus belonging to the 
Town of Wilton: 


Engine house at Kast Wilton which contains the following 
fire apparatus and fixtures: Engine No. 1 with hose carriage 
complete, with 4 buckets, 1 axe, 1 spade, 1 iron bar, 26 feet of 

suction hose, 400 feet leather leading hose, 500 feet cotton rub- 
ber lined hose, 3 discharge pipes, 1 blunderbuss, 3 rubber coats, 
16 spanners and belts, with 45 men. 

The engine house has the following fixtures: 1 stove and 
boiler for engine room, 6 lanterns, 5 bracket lamps, 8 ladders, 
—17 1-2, 26 and 30 feet,— 2 fire hooks and fixtures, 2 cans, 1 
oil can, 2 water pails, etc., 1 cottage stove for hall, 10 settees, 1 
chandelier with 4 lamps, 1 stand lamp, 1 table. 2 chairs, 1 pump 
and sink. 


AT FRENCH VILLAGE. 


Engine No. 2 with hose carriage complete, with 2 buckets, 2 
axes, 1 shovel, 1 iron bar, 24 feet suction hose, 400 feet cotton 
rubber lined leading hose, 100 feet leather hose, 1 discharge 
pipe, 1 blunderbuss,-14 spanners, 8 belts, 8 wrenches, 3 rubber 
coats, with 36 men. 

The engine house has the following fixtures: 1 stove and 
pipe, 1 boiler, 2 oil cans, 1 jug, 1 oiler, 1 pail, 1 broom, 3 ladders 
—17, 20 and 30 feet,—2 tire hooks and fixtures. 6 lanterns, 1 
stove and pipe for hall, 9 settees, 3 chairs, 1 table. 

Both engines are, in our opinion, in perfect condition and 
ready at any time to doservice. The hose and all other fire 
apparatus is also in good order. 

‘The Fire Department has been called out but once the past 
year. On Wednesday, the 30th day of July, 1879, about three 
o’clock in the afternoon, the alarm of fire was given which 
proved to be the engine room connected with the steam mill of 
D. Whiting & Sons. The firemen were on the spot with the

engine, which seemed almost to fly to the rescue, as the fire 
burst from the dry room above the engine room. It was 
thought the building was doomed, but the prompt action of the 
firemen soon held it in check.
